TALK WITH COMMISSIONER RAUM. 


Under the Dependent, Pension Bill It 


trill Be Nfcomary to Employ *OO Ad- 
ditional Clerks In Order to Have Claims 
Adjudicated Promptly—A Man Who 
Could Have 
Saved Lincoln*' Life— 


Other Washington City News. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 30.—The old 


soldier* who are entitled to pensions under 
the dependent bill just approved by the 
president are likely to have their claims 
adjudicated promptly. 
It ia estimated 


that under this law, fully a quarter of a 
million persons will be added to the pen 
sion roll. Gen. Raum, commissioner of 
pensions, who IB making every possible 
effort to meet this emergency, says: "An 
additional allowance of Home 400 clerks 
have been asked tor because the present 
force bas all it can do now. The new law 
will, according to the senate estimate, put 
300,000 more cases on the roll*. Of course 
this calculation is more or lew) liable to 
be inaccurate. It would be impossible for 
the jrt-esent force to handle all this extra 
work in addition to what they are doing 
now, 
and so I have asked for more clerks. 
To Be Carried Right Through. 


"Tliei-e are to be ten more principal ex- 


amini-r.s. I believe, and the others are to 
be divi.ied through the various grades of 
clerks. No new division is to created, 
but the work will be so divided that cases 
under the new law will move right along 
abreast of the old cases. It would be un- 
just tt> make claimants under this latest 
act wait find take their turn. So instead 
of putting ti,e new cases behind the rest 
we win begin work on them at once and 
carry them right through as fast as possi- 
ble. 
Cases that are well presented, in 


which theie are no unfavorable condi- 
tions, maybe got through and adjudicated 
in a month, I should think. We issued, 
just as soon as the president signed the 
bill, thousands ot pamphlets containing 
the text of the act, the rules governing 
cases under it, and blank forms for claim- 
ants to till sut. These are now being dis- 
tributed to claimants and many are also 
being seut to (irand Army posts for the 
information of members."

ASSASSINATION OF LINCOLN. 


Have 
Bloody Tragedy Might 
Beeu Prevented. 


\VAr-juNGTON Cm', June 30.—The one 


man in the world who could have prevent- 
ed the assassination of President Lincoln 
is dead. John Frederick Parker, born in 
Winchester, Va., came to Washington 
some I ime before the firing upon Fort 
Sumtt-r, and soon found employment upon 
the metropolitan police force. When in 
Ib62, it wa»i decided to strengthen the reg- 
ular fence of doorkeepers and "watchmen 
at the White House with a squad of po- 
licemen, Parker was One of those selected. 
It thus happened that when President 
Lincoln and party entered the old Ford 
theatre on the ni^bt of Good Friday, 1863, 


y «en- ftccouipanied 
by Parker as 


.ard. 
H.' took his position at Uie door 


to the pm ate box from which President 
Lincoln watched the performance, where 
he was expected to remain and prevent 
the eutr.iDce of every one except the mem- 
bers of the party.

said on the stage to arouse his curiosity, 
and it IVHS not long before he left the door 
and edned his way toward the auditor- 
ium.

whole audience WHS surprised by the re- 
port of a pistol shot. The aiMin.-in, Booth, 
had stealthily approached the door of tho 
president's private box, where, finding no 
ouo to challenge him, he entered unan- 
nounced and fired the fatal nhot. There 
is no question in the minds of those who 
are familiar with the details that had 
Parker remained at his post Booth could 
never have taken President Lincoln una 
wares.

It could be heard for some distance, and 
the storm king came with terrific force, 
uprooting trees, lifting roofs, and tearing 
awnings and signs from their fastenings. 
The African Methodist church was blown 
to pieces, and the roof caved in on the con- 
gregation. Their screams and cries could 
be heard a great distance. Ten wen taken 
from the debris and two were wo horribly 
crushed by the roof and falling timbers 
that they are dying. 
Gvanville Brown, 


the minister, was badly crushed in hispul 
pit. 


Some of tha limlly Injured. 


Among the wounded and crippled are 


Ann Martin and Mrs. Mary Hoffman, 
both are dying; Gilbert Woodford and 
child, Mary Ilorton, Mary Lowroy, a child 
of Nauuie Sawyer, Granville Beech, G.

Great Wind Storm at Tiffin, Ohio.

At the end of tho tln/X circuit the 
archbishop knocked with his staff on the 
door of the cat liedral, which opened for 
him to enter willi thoso of the clergy con- 
cerned in the consecration.

SOME AMERICAN EXPORTS. 


r.l«lty of Ui» Cry Th«t W« Cannot Sell 


In Hie World's Market*. 
I 


American manufacturers have made 


considerable progress in some lines ol 
^^Z, 


eoods in gaming for themselves a foreign 
«J3?H «=., 


market. The Boston Advertiser has re- i 
cently published a list of New England | 
mills which manufacture for the export 
trade. The Jackson Manufacturing com-1 
pany at Nashua, N. H., exports more } 
than 80,000,000 yards of cotton goods a , 
year. Another mill exports 10,000,000 
yards. There are other large nulls which 
export cOnaidorable amounts. Our total 
exports of cotton cloth last year were 
120,000,000 yards. A large number of 
the mills in New England find a foreign 
market for portions of their outputs, 
consisting almost entirely of sheetings, 
shirtings and drillings. 


The principal points of export are 


China, South America and Africa. Many 
of the New England mills ship goods to 
South America, and large orders are re- 
ceived from houses in China. 


One would think that these cotton 


mills would exert themselves to the ut- 
most to get control of as large » foreign 
market as possible, but such is not tha 
case. An agent of one of them makes 
the following report: 


"If the cotton mills would only cater 


more to the foreign trade they would 
have a market for their goods whenever 
business gets dull at home. The South 
American trade is especially desirable, 
and could bo easily built up if the manu- 
facturers would look into and consider 
the necessary points to be covered. 
Whenever there is a depression at home, 
as at present, they think of the export 
trade more seriously, but the very min- 
ute the home demand springs tip and in- 
creases they have entirely forgotten ex- 
port interests, which if developed in the 
proper way would serve them well in 
future dull periods." 


The New York Dry Goods Economist, 


the principal trade paper ofthe dry goods 
trade In the United States, is of precisely 
the same opinion. With regard to our 
cotton manufactures it says: 


The majority never give any thought 


to the export trade until the home market 
is glutted and stocks must be moved. 
Then they sell at any prices they can.get 
until they bring the home market to the 
better condition previously described. 
That is the sola reason why the export 
trade in cotton goods ia no larger and so 
variable." 


This shows such a perversion of the 


usual instinct of shrewd business men to 
search out new markets and to exert 
their ingenuity to hold them that one 
naturally demands a reason tor this lack 
of enteipnse. Can it be that the habit 
of looking to tha tariff to keep prices up 
has begotten a spirit of dependence and 
has sapped the old time courage which 
floated American commerce in all parts 
of the world? Haa the home market de- 
lusion really made our manufacturer* 
think that the home market is itaelf suf- 
ficient to take all we can produce? Haa 
all this twaddle of the high Protectionist 
orator about our not being able to com- 
pete in the markets of the world caused 
the manufaotuiers to lose their self re- 
liance? Has the baby cry of "We can't" 
really rnada commercial cowards or 
drones of our mauufactuierh? 


In a cafce, however, wheio we have 


gained a foothold in foreign markets 
one would think that congress might at 
least be depended upon to place no ob- 
stacle in the way of the foreign sales of 
our wares. But such ia not the case. 
Cotton underwear has been exported 
by the Qlastenbury (Conn.) Knitting 
company. Treasurer (Jeorga W. Scott 
now says: "Under the McKmley tariff 
bill all this will be stopped, as the in- 
creased cost of trimmings will prevent 
almost any dry goods whatever being 
exported. The extra duty on pearl but- 
tons alone will add B i t ""• - • •!• to

cost of manufacturing under won' " New 
England has quite too much ot uij.t iund 
of: "protection," and the country at large 
certainly has enough of the stupidity of 
a congress which converts tliia "protec- 
tion" into a blight and a hindrance to 
both producer and consumer

In regard to clothing, we buy only the 


very best, which we find to be tho wisest 
economy. We buy nothing ready mode, 1 
make everything that is worn by myself 
and the boys. And my husband'u suit* 
are custom made. The children are not 
only healthy, but well dressed. I cut down 
tbelr father's suite for the older boys, spong- 
ing and turning them. When I can no 
longer remodel my gowns for myself I can 
always get a kilt or coat out of them for 
the younger children. A pookoge of dye 
will readily change the color to any new 
and desirable shade. One year I buy for 
myself a black silk, the next a Henrietta 
cloth of some fashionable Rhode, and which 
I can renew at uny time by dyeing block. 
By this means I have always two hand- 
some street costumes. 


My husband gets one new suit a year, for 


which he pays $35. His other wearing ap- 
parel brings hia clothing bill up to $00, and 
he always makes a good appearanoa. I re- 
move my street costume the moment I 
Gome into the house. I always wear soft 
Qannelu for house dressee—whito in sum- 
mer, dull, warm shades in winter. These 
are not expensive and make over beauti- 
fully for the children. 


The shoe, stocking nnd hat bill for the 


boys I find the highest of all, but $150 a 
yearcoversour clothing expenses. I might 
remark In parsing that I find it very satis- 
factory to buy the best grade of bulbriggtua 
hosiery, white or cream, for my husband 
Uud self, aud bright colored Blocking* for 
the children. These I dye n fast black, 
and find them stronger and the color 
more durable tlum the most expensive 
grades of black cotton or lislo thread 
itockiugB. We have now $250 left for table 
expenses. 
"Tw,o hundred ami fifty dol- 


lars for the table?" I hear you ex- 
claim. 
"Why, that is hut a generous 


meat allowance!" Yes, we live on *5 a 
week aud live well. I am sure there is not 
a more appetizing table set anywhere. 


PLENTY OF HEALTHFUL FOOD. 


My children, have never been sick for one 


day, and their rosy skiua and strong white 
teeth give evidence of nourishing food. 
We have an unvarying rule of meat only 
once a day. Our butoher'u bill never ex- 
ceeds $6 per month. Wo buy the cheaper 
pieces of meat and cook them in a savory 
way, excepting our roust*, which are al- 
ways of tho best. A roost of five pounds 
mokes us three dinners. The second day the 
meat is cut from the bones and made up 
Into meat pie, croquettes, or, If rare, we 
often slice it thin, fry quickly In buttor, 
spread on neatly trimmed toast and pour 
over nil a rich gravy mode of cream, 
browned flour and seasoning. The third 
day the bones are cracked, vegetables add- 
ed and a rich consomme la the result. We 
use a great many oysters, clams nnd flab 
In their season. Our breakfasts are al- 
ways of fruit, cereals, brown bread or muf- 
fins, gems br the like, with honey from our 
bees, coffee for the adults and plenty of 
good rich milk for thu children. 


For ten mouths during the year we have 


from our beautiful .Alderney, which we 
have mimed Butterfly, all hho milk we can 
use. Butterfly gives eighteen quarts of 
milk daily in the spring, averaging from 
eight to nine in the winter. We have 
fresh eggs the whole year through and 
plenty of spring chickens for table use. 
Our garden, which my husband spades up 
in the mornings a little at a time and to- 
gether wo plant uiid keep winded, yields 
an abundance of succulent vegetables, »o 
that during the summer and early autumn 
we can be really extravagant and have live 
or six different kinds of vegetable* at the 
noonday dinner. 
' Our supers are at tor a king, though 
suitable to u peasant's purse. A pudding, 
a salad, berries or other ripe fruit In 
•eason, canned fruit during winter, with 
delicious cream, such as no milkman over 
supplies; choctt'-te, cocoa or tea, and oake; 
with cream, butter and eggs of oar own 
cake is reduced to a minimum of expense, 
and in its ever changing forms Is nJwayi a 
part of our evening meal. 


My letter is long, but I must tell of our 


summer outing. My husband ia the fortu- 
nate possessor of a big tent. Thi* we pitch 
on different parts of the Jersey coast during 
successive seasons—not with the "madding 
throng," but off by ourselves In a quiet 
nook. There we have an Ideal summer. 
Wf itb. gun and rod we find the long days all 
too short, and come back after two mouths 
with a fund of health and hnppy memorto*. 
During these two mouths "Butterfly" to 
rented out at $10 per month. Our vegeta- 
ble* are aent down twtae a week, and.VMM 
la^no accumulation of Ug bliwk dobftito 
take from our aanuaer'a pleasure,—Cor.
